COMMONS DEBATED 
RESOLUTION 

The resolution, which is based on 
a lenifthy debate in the Federal 
House ot Commons, last June,, ad- 
vocates "that this Parliament re- 

., affirm the principle jof ■ the supre- 
macy of /Parliament'.' : and recom- 
mends that action be taken so that 
crown companies may only be 
established by specific approval of 
parliament. The Progressive Con- 
servatives contend that this prin- 
ciple is of ^the utmost importance, 

• and that the powers of Parliament, 
which .were given to the executive 
during the war, must be returned 
to Parliament so that the repre- 
sentatives of the people may make 

; the decisions. 

■ ENDORSE CROWN COMPANIES 
The Labor Progressives contend 
that the action of the Progressive 
Conservatives in introducing the 
bill is merely to raise a false Usue. 
They endorse the principle of 
crown companies and believe that 
the government should be more 
concerned with the problems of 
price controls and thé shortage .of 

.ihaterialtrlii thé housing industry 
and the current meat shortage, and 
employ ' crown cbrpoirations in at- 
tacking these problems. 

Regarding the bill as a retro- 
gressive step the C.C.F. are oppos- 
ing the bill In toto. . They assert 
that crown companies have proven 
to be highly useful, 'and if the 
C.C.F. çome into po\ver they would 
probably use this system of crown

C.C.F. Amendment 
To Prog.-Con. Bill 

strike out all the words after 
"freedom" and add: - 

And whereas division of powers 
between legislature and executive 
is an essential part of parliament 
ary government; 

And whereas it is desirable that 
all public enterprise necessary for 
the social well-being 'be enabled to 
function, under the parliamentary 
system, not less efficiently than 
private enterprise; 

Therefore be it resolved that this 
House reaffirm ' the principles of 
parliamentary government, and 
that the following action bo taken 
to ensure that public enterprise be 
conducted in accordance with those 
principles: 

1. That .the distinction between 
legislative and executive power be 
clarified, to ensure: 

(a) That the formulation ot gen- 
eral policy with regard both to 
acquisition and disposal of crown 
corporations shall ' be the duty of 
Parliament as a whole; 

(b) That the organization and ad- 
ministration ; of crown corporations, 
including'financing and setting up 
of Individual corporations. . shall 
continue to be vested In the Cab- 
inet to the extent provided In the 
National Research Council Amend- 
ment Act and the Government 
Companies Operation* Act; 

Z That a policy of expansion of 
public enterprise be pursued to the. 
full extent consistent with the ad- 
vancement of social well-being; 

3. That crown corporations shall 
continue to be responsible to Par- 
liament through the Cabinet, but 
that the directors of such corpor- 
ations be not obstructed in the 
exercise Of their normal preroga- 
tives with regard to employment 
and wages within their depart- 
ments.

"Friends of Zona Community." 

lona Community was organized 
by Dr. MacLeod because he and 

others fdt tiiat the church wss not 
relevant' to' industrial concerns, 
and that industrial peace, and 
through It, world peace, could be 
attained through cooperation in In- 
dustry rather than class conflict 
Thus the members of the com- 
munity, 'both mmisters and lay- 
men, work together three months 
of the year; to rebuild lona Abbey 
and carry out their .convictions In 
a. practical manner. "The Church 
had forgotten . that holiness Is 
wholeness," said Dr. MacLeod, and 
thus "work had become divorced 
from worship. 'The Friends of 
lona-. Community".-, are striving to 
bring- about tbis- ■'wholeness" — a 
union of work .and. worship. - 

lona Abbey; dtùàted on an island 
off the 'West .Coast of Scotland, was 
founded in the slxtli "century, and 
the present .nbbey was commenced 
in the eleventh century. The build- 
ings fell Into ruin and In IDOO they 
were given to the Church of Scot- 
land, and the . church ..was rebuilt 
In .1938 the lona Community start- 
ed the compI,ete restoration of the 
remaining bidldin^ Already they 
have' done 'mucdi;, and through Dr. 
MacLeod are hoping to Interest 
Canadians and. Arôerlcans in the 
work. Their purpose in rebuilding 
Is to establish "a living centre for 
the discovery and practice of the 
Christian Faith in our modern 
pressures." 

Dr. MacLeod Is a native of Scot- 
Iand.-He served in thé First World 
War, and received the- Military 
Cross and the Croix, de Guerrei 
During the depression he ^as a 
ehtplain Jo a RC. hmiber campé

First Heard Here in 'Bohême'; 
Singer Rated High by Critics

Mario Berini, brilliant new star of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company will make liis second Montreal appearnnce on January 
31, as guest of McGill University. He will be the second out- 
standing artist featured in the McGill Students' Concert Scries 
to be held in R.V.C. 

. Mr. Bcrini's first Montreal appearance, Avas in May 1945 as 
Rodolfo in the Montreal Festivals representation of "La Bohême", 
a role he sang with Ecnsational success with the Philadelphia 

.Opera Company In 1940. Of the 
local performance, crlticls describ* 
ed it as "an 'occasion that was 
marked by . the superb singing of 
Mario Berini; the finest singing 
heard in Montreal in many a 
moon.'; . Add to this, outstanding 
successes all over North and South 
America and this concert should 
prove to be one of the most not* 
able in the series. 

MMio iBerini^is a far cry from 
the temperamental singer; modest 
and unassuming about his telent, 
the tenor is a charming, friendly 
person whose musical tradition has 
been handed down through the 
generations, there having been mu- 
sicians and singers in his family 
for over 200 years. Both his parents 
are musical as are his two brothers 
and . sister. He practises and stud- 
ies music assiduously, averaging 
twenty hours a week sometimes as 
many as IS or 16 hours a day to 
learn a new role in a. hurry. 

DEBUT IN 1840 

Such was the case in making liii 
New - York debut in 1840 with the 
San|Carto Opera Company for 
i^kta^ej^Was. compelled to learn 
tlie°''roIe'ofl'Faust, in fifteen days. 
This remarkable feat was reward* 
by the acclaim of both the audi- 
ence and the critics who hailed this ' 
young tenor as possessing one ot 
the- most striking voices to be 
heard there in some time. Chief 
among his successses was his ap* 
pearancc with the Mexico • City 
Opera Company in 1943, where the 
Russian Ambassador heard him sing 
some Russian battle songs and was 
so enchanted that he invited the 
tenor to sing at the opening of 
the Russian Embassy there, and to 
visit Russia as a guest ot the Rus* 
sian Government to sing at the 
Belshol Theatre in Moscow. 
' He was further honored by sing* 
ing in a sensational outdoor per* 
formance of "Carmen" at the fam* 
ous Toreo bull iring in Mckico City. 
The great Caruso was the only 
other foreign , tenor ever to have 
been invited to sing at the Toreo. 
During ' 1840, Berini duplicated 
these earlier triumphs . throughout . 
Mexico and South America in both 
concert and opera. Ot Mr. Bcrini's 
performance in the New York City 
Centre Opera Company's production 
ot'Tosca, the distinguished critic, 
Olln Downcs wrote that he "sang 
with such effect that the house 
came down with applause." 

In the field of radio, Mr. Berini 
was featured In the world premiere 
of Italo Montemezzl's opera "LTn* 
cantesbno" with the NBC Sym* 
phony, being the eminent com* 
poser's own choice for the role. Ba» 
sides appearing in his own pro* 
grams on NBC and as guest artist 
on leading commercial programs, ; 
he has, been frequently heard in 
Mutual's "Chicago Theatre of the 
Air." 

To all these ^activities In opera, 
radio and the movies,^can be added 
hl^ concert appearances with the 
leading orchestras of America, in* 
eluding a solo role In a gala festl* 
val of Viennese music with the 
New York Philharmonic at Carne- 
gie Hall, which was repeated by 
popular demand over the air and 
In several other cities. While In 
cver-lncrcasing demand for concert, 
radio and operatic appearances 
from coast to coast, he nevertheless 
found time to contribute his tal- 
ents, freely and frequently, in vol- 
unteer recitals for the Armed 
Forces throughout the country.

Note-taking Methods 
Discussed At Meeting 

One of the most basic anji com- 
mon problems which students have 
to face-^namely, technigues of tak- 
ing notes and studying— «'as dis- 
cussed yesterday by 'a p&nel of 
graduate, students of the Depart- 
ment of Sociology. The symposium, 
which was sponsored by the McGill 
Sociological Society, was the first 
in a series of Tuesday lunch-time 
meetings. 

Over 30 students attended the 
discussion, which heard Miss Ross, 
Mr. Harold Potter, Mr. Nichols 
and Mr. Blst explain various meth- 
ods of taking notes- and the meaning 
of Sociology. . l%e general conclu- 
sion cotdd not limit the techniques 
to any specific method, but the 
students were able to obtain not 
merely an insight into the airt of 
note-taking, but In the application 
of Sociology , to. reading and note- 



wide ; reputation as oneiof the 
most distinguished psychiatrists *'in 
Canada and his invitation stems 
from the widely held belief that 
man's "malaise,"! or mental conflict, 
is expressed iii ,the socially ac- 
ceptable violence that Is war.

Called 
to England, on a seltolarship irom 
the British Mediéal • Research 
Council to the National Hospital 
for Nervous Diseases, he remain- 
ed there from 1936 to 1939. From 
1939 to 1944 he was attached the 
Verdun Protestant Hospital and 
the Montreal Neurological', . Insti- 
tute. Since 1944; he. has' been .on 
the staff at the Allan Memorial 
InsUtut* ,

' One of tiie unfortunate consequences of our 
modern age of intensive specialization lies in 
the fact that too little attention is paid to tlic 
. co-ordination into a comprehensive whole of 
' the results of a large number of separate in- 
' vestigations in various spheres of knowledge, 
^ This criticism is more particularly applicable 
to the social sciences where the human factor 
involved cannot be reduced to a precise mathc- 
.. niatical formulation on. the basis- of which dis- 

■ cussion can proceed. 

Too often, students of pljilofiophy, sociology 
' or economics feel that their parliculaij scholaslio 
' endeavours are being carried oh in a vacuum 
. with no attempt being made at co-relating the 
\ hypotheses of their field with those of one of 
\ the other branches of the social sciences. For 
. instance, the study of economics is predicated 

■ on the assumption that roan's wants are un- 
limited while the means of satisfying these 

; desires are limited; but no attention is devoted 
to the explanation of how these wants arise 
since that is presumably .left to the psychologist 

' to determine. 

Possibly the problem arises because bf the 
fact that as we progress further in a certain 
.'study we realize the numerous problems yet un- 
! solved in that particular field and devote even 
' more energy towards their solution. Nonethe- 

• less, accepting this as an excuse is not an in- 
- tellcctually satisfying experience. Accordingly, 
' the experiment being attempted tomorrow eve- 

, : ning through the combined efforts of the Poli- 

• tical Economy,. Historical,, Sociological and In- 

• ternational Relation clubs^ is one which dcser^'cs 
. the attention of the student body. 

The four groups have united lo present a panel 
discussion on the causes of war, a problem con- 
tinually pressing like a malignant tumour upon 

• the brain centre of our society. There is con- 
> siderable agreement among social scientists that 
-almost every conceivable factor contributes in 
' some measure to the periodically recurring years 

• of struggle that appear to be a permanent fca- 
, ture of "ciyiliration"; but there exists a fertile 

field for discussion in attempting to assess the 
relative strength of a particular set of forces 
as opposed to certain other causes. 
^ Undoubtedly, each professor of the social 

• sciences represented may over-streM the im- 
portance of his particular branch of study in 
the complete picture, but out of the méeting 
there should emerge a more complete and com- 
prehensive analysis of the basic underlying 
factors.' In addition to the general interest of 
the subject, the discussion will afford the stu- 
dent body an excellent ôpjiortunity of aeeing 
Just how particular fields of educational en- 
deavour fit into thè broad, jig-saw pattern of all 
knowledge. Once we have escaped from thé 
narrow confines imposed by the boundaries 
of a particular sphere of study, the way is clear 
for policy-makingt; decisions, decisions which 
ultimately must be the culmination of' our 
academic discussions. However, the discussion 
and synthesis of ideas which can result from

WINTER beins upon ui In all Its fits and mood 
of tempest, it teems only lit that we discuss a sombre 
subject this week ... a subject of profound moods 
and dragglnc undercurrents of Icy thoughts. Yet. all 
Is not black and hopeless In O'NclU's latest triumph 
of dramatic art, "The Iceman Cometh". 

After twelve years of ominous silence. In which 
the world at large digested his powerful trilogies, 
"Strange Interlude", and "Mpumlng Becomes Electra", 
America's most celebrated dramatist has ' published 
(and produced oii Broadway), his most mature drama. 
The 'Iceman* has little ot the magnetic moving melo- 
drama of "Strange Interlude" — here are presented 
no fluctuating Ninas, or moribund Uncle Charlie Mars- 
dens. There is little of the grand tragedy ot Vinnle. 
The ,'Iceman' is a tragedy of life, not ot persons; the 
villain is life Itself, and dreams of Its little, people 
lost in the slow, drowning eddies' ot imagination and 
energy. But the 'Iceman* Is not a symbol of life — 
is is the inevitable answer . . . Death, final reckon- 
ing of dreams and desires.

IN FOUR POWERFUL acU. O'Neill seU a group 
of alcoholics, each with a particular pipe-dream to 
fulfil tomorrow — of course, the pipe is never smoked 
and tomorrow never comes. Incidental music Is sup- 
plied by a brace of Third Avenue streetwalkers, who 
are extremely self-conscious of their trade,, and who 
attach great' Importance to their Hollywood myth of 
prince charming rescuing them.-There Is little pity 
shown for these characters, but also there is no Vic- 
torian moralizing. 

Harry Hope Is the keeper of a saloon and cheap 
hotel In the nether region of J^ew York. Time 191J. 
Place— in the saloon of Hope's hotel— a few days 
elapse, biit the scene remains constantly dull and 
depressing. Larry Slade,* a one-time Syndicalist- 
Anarchist Is the Intellectual of the group, the "foolo- 
sopher*. Hugo Kalmar was also connected with the 
anarelilst^movement, better known in those days as, 
the Wobblles or the I Won't Work (LW.W. equals 
InternaUonal Workers of the World). Plet Wetjoen. 
an ex-leader of the Boer Irregulars, and Cecil Lewis, 
his former foe of the British Infantry, combine a 
mutual lov^ of the past and a healthy hate for. each 
other; and between frequenA drinks of cheap whisky, 
sold at Hope's, manage to submerge their dreams of 
returning to their homelands.. ^ , 

All these people, a few more from time to time, 
eagerly await the periodical spree of Hlckey, a high- 
pressure salesman. But when he finally appears, It is 
not the same Hickey who" formerly treated them to 
a wonderful debauch. He has reformed; and sets 
about to reform isll of the Inmates, to make them 
realize their pipe-dreams, so that they can see the 
folly of such deliberate and wasteful inaction. 

Each in their turn h affected by Hickey's speel, 
and Is shamed and maddened into action: Hope at- 
tempts to make a tour of the district and renew his 
old friendships (he has not been outside since his wife' 
died many years before); Jimmy Tomorrow, a Boer 
War correspondent,- makes preparations for a grand 
comeback; Joe Molt, janitor and ex-gambler, decides 
to overthrow the white rnan, to whom he has felt 
inferior because of his negro skin, and plans a won- 
derful gambling den for the darker race; and ao forth, 
until Hickey reforms all but Larry. 

Finally they all perdeve that something is wrong 
with Hickey's argument He Is preaching Death, not 
Life. After a catastrophe of falling even more affirm- 
edly in the dream pattern, they discover that Hickey 
is insane and has killed his wife — to relieve her 
from the horror of having to live with him, because 
she loved him. Farritt, a young son of a former 
anarchist mistress of Larry's, commits suicide as a 
way out of his guilt — ha had betrayed hit mother, 

The bitter irony is Larry's case, for it was he who 
was waiting for death, convinced of its Inevitability; 
but Hickey came preaching his own line and thus

Provincial premier "L'etat c'est 
molr* Duplesiis seems to . think 
that he and everything he^stands 
for and believes in, or claims *to 
believe in, arc the "duly constitut- 
ed authority of the stale" and any 
utterances against that "authority" 
must be considered sedition. Going 
outside the atatc ot Duplessls, wc 
find|tlk term sedition applied by 
supiX}rters of the State as Is to 
preachment in favour of the State 
as it Should Bel The advocates of 
a new form of state are in most 
cases the Radicals, Reds, Social- 
ists, Communists, Bolsheviks — in 
general the leaners to the Left It 
would be interesting to see, then, 
What the Lett! thinks of sedition. 

Short of the anarchists and syn- 
dicalists, the farthest Left are the 
communists (aa distinct from | the 
democratic socialists). Since ^ey 
have established a duly "constitut- 
ed authority ot the state", what 
Uiey think, of utterances against 
that authority should be revealing. 
They have solved the problem very 
simply. Merely suballtuling the 
term "coUnter - revolutionary" for 
"seditions" they Justify any cam- 
paign against those who differ 
from the established ideology. 

Both those who harry here and 
are harried there, and those who 
harry there and are harried here 
raUonalIze their actions by another 
substitution. They substitute the 
word "welfare" for the word 
"authority", and everyUiing ia fine 
and proper.
